No major problems 
face faculty senate 


If you have insomnia caused 
by lack of action by the Faculty 
Senate, you'd best buy a copy of 
‘101 Games of Solitaire.”’ 

Harold Buckey, this year’s 
Senate president, feels that 
“nothing of major importance 
other than accreditation” is 
coming up. 


At this time, the Senate is 
waiting for a report from its 
finance committee concerning 
the possibilities of faculty 
involvement- on a college-wide 
budget committee, but Buckey 
does not expect much action on 
that until, at the soonest, next 
semester:. 


He said, “It is a major 


proposal. The college would 
almost have to completely 
reorganize its budgeting 


procedure if such a _ proposai 
goes through.” 


Budget allowances for next 
semester are already being drawn 
up or have been completed, he 
continued, and so it would be 
impossible to have the faculty 
directly involved with the 
budget within a space of time 
which could be as long as two 
years. : 

"You're not going to chahge 
a whole budgeting procedure in 
a semester,’’ explained Buckey. 

He also said that the Senate is 
just awaiting possible action by 
the Board of Trustees which 
might set up another faculty 
association comprised of the 
part time faculty, but, again, 
they are only waiting..

Coalition outlines plans for 


marijvanadecriminalization

The Urange County 
Marijuana Initiative Coalition 
(OCMIC), located near SAC, is 
asking for volunteers to help 
secure the necessary petition 
signatures that would place the 
Decriminalization of Marijuana 
Act on the 1974 state ballot. 


The Marijuana Initiative, 
Stated briefly, would end 
Criminal punishment for the 
priyate use of marijuana, 
possession, transportation and 
cultivation (provided such 
cultivation is shielded from 


public access) for personal use. 
The act gives city government 
jurisdiction to prohibit 
marijuana use in public and to 
punish such, by fine only, not to 


. exceed $100. 


In the 1972 election, the 
Marijuana Initiative was voted 
down by a 2-1 margin. Despite 
the apparent setback, OCMIC 
did not view the defeat as a 
failure. ’‘It didn’t pass in 72, but 
it didn’t fail,” Fred Lawrence of 
OCMIC states, “Two million 


‘in this 


seven hundred thousand people 
State voted for the 
initiative. Provided we get the 
measure on the _ ballot, | 
definitely feel it has a good 
chance to pass in November.” 
With a more moderate 
initiative before the people in 
‘74 (decriminalization instead of 
legalization), Lawrence sees only 
a few roadblocks ahead. ‘‘We 
must get the young people to 
register and vote,’’ Lawrence 
noted. “We face a _ tough 
educational fight, in that many 
people have been propogandized 


for years with irrational and 
unsubstantiated fears about 
Marijuana.” 

Lawrence sites the 
numerous recent commission 
studies, including the 
ex-Pennsylvania Govenor 
Raymond B Shafer’s 


commission, which found no 
adverse affects from moderate 
Marijuana use, and_ labeled 
alcohol as America’s number one 
problem. 

“People are beginning to take 
a more realistic approach to 


coordinators, 
Coordinators and office help. 


Marijuana,’’ Lawrence said, “In 
Oregon, for example, a 
decriminalization law has taken 
effect, and has been termed by 
Lane County District Attorney 
Pat Horton ‘a resounding sucess’. 


“The Government has poured 
millions of dollars inta 
Marijuana research and still say, 
‘we don’t know nothing’,”’ said 
Lawrence, explaining how the 
government uses research futility 


to continue there present 
policies. 
“They spent -over one 


hundred million dollars arresting 
and trying people for marijuana 
offenses and a quarter of all 
police time is spent on this 


victemless crime,” said 
Lawrence. 

At this time, Lawrence 
conservatively estimates only 


about 25 people are directly 
working for OCMIC. They are 
looking for volunteers to handle 
merchandising, in record and 
head shops, campus 
media

The girls knew that everything hinged on their performance 
out on the make-shift stage, before the approximately 100 
spectators in the SAC cafeteria. 

There was an atmosphere of overwhelming tension in the 
faculty lounge of the cafeteria where the 10 girls waited with 
obvious impatience to go on stage. They paced and preened, some 
tried in vain to watch T.V., others stood peering out through the 
tiny windows in the doors to the cafeteria where they could 
watch one of their helpless comrades out on stage.

Rick Clave, on the other 
hand, let no one doubt that he 
was anyone but Florenz 
Ziegfeld. Both the real and 
depicted Ziegfelds commanded 
the respect of the cast and 
audience through presence 
alone. Their deitous mannerisms 
were aS important as_ their 
physical being. 

In contrasting the acting of 
Busch and Clave, the immediate 
thought is their roles should 
have been reversed. The 
audience saw more _ stage 
presence in the few lines that 
Ziegfeld (Clave) had than they 
did in the voluminous dialogue 
uttered in stagnant monotone by 
the supposedly dominent 
Arnstein (Busch). 

Everyone knows a Jewish 
mother. But we never tire of 
seeing one perform -- whether 
she is on stage or off. Who 
among us has not been offered 
“chicken zooup’’ from the 
comic likes of Mrs. Brice or Mrs. 
Strakosh. Wonderfully portrayed 
by Shirley Romano and Alice 
Reich, respectively, they 
competed for the audience's 
attention: whether at ‘‘three 
penny limit’’ poker or chiding 
one another over ‘Sadie, Sadie, 
married lady.” 

Probably the most critical 
scene in “Funny Girl” is the 
Follies production number 
where Ziegfeld interprets the 
American Bride. It was supposed 
to’ establish Fanny Brice as a 
“Ziegfeld” girl; unfortunately, it 
didn’t. The scene breaker was 
the audio system; nothing was 
heard at first followed by a rush 
of sound. 


An audible click and a 
sudden, large increase in volume 
swept the audience away from 
the ‘20’s back to the age of 
microphones. Wendy Silverman’s 
“boob tube” -- her wireless mike 
worn under the bodice of her 
costumes -- should have been left 
on all the time and adjested in 
volume as needed, or turned on 
at zero volume so that the 
increase was transitional and not 
perceivable. 

One of the most humorous 
sketches of this scene was lost 
due to blocking -- showing too 
soon Fanny Brice’s ‘‘reflection 
of my lover’s attention.’ She let 
her surprise package show; her 
pregnant pause should have been 
hidden with a bouquet of white 
carnations.

Tom Keeney, Fanny’s first 
employer, was enjoyable and 
effective. Played by Jeffrey 
Sousa, the make-up crew 
transformed this young man into 
an identifiable old-timer.

Silverman) was at his consistent 
level of performance, the 
musical would have been more 
of an over-all success. 

Technical director Thomas T.

The 
unusual use of a main stage 
flanked by two mini-stages was a 
fresh experience. You found

The party scenes at the 
saloon had one swearing that it 
was three dimensional. The 
audience was almost ready to 
walk down “‘Henry Street.” 

Realism in theatre rehearsals 
scenes brough the audience into 
closer participation especially 
with Flo Ziegfeld barking 
instructions down their neck. 

Every production § has _ its 
scene stealers. At the railway 
station, it was Tom Scott and his 
humorous use of ‘’O, my God.” 
Twice, he was able to use three, 
simple words and get a laugh 
with each; the second time 
fiinnier than the first. 

‘In the “Yankee Doodle” 
production number, Destiny 
Bordon and Sue Martellotti had 
such exuberance and enthusiasm 
that they shined brighter than 
the stars on the back drop. 
Watching this scene, one almost 
felt as if the real Ziegfeld had 
arisen from. . .and produced this 
number. The transistion of a 
rehearsal on an emply stage to a 
gradiose, production 
sent shivers of patriotic fervor 
throughout the audience. Only 
Fanny’s WWII medals and 
uniform adornments in a WWI 
scene were incongruous.

Roy Poucher, 
the American Foundation for 
the Science of Creative 
Intelligence, brought T™ 
instruction to SAC for‘ the first 


time last year. 


Poucher, with the help of 
SAC 
attempting to form a meditation 
club on campus, and_ has 
scheduled TM _ introductory 
lectures on Nov. 20 and 26, at 
11 a.m. and 7:30 p.m. in the 
SAC faculty lounge. 

Two introductory programs 
are offered at no charge to the 
student, and stress the ‘‘what 
and why” of the TM science. 

The first lecture is designed 
to give the student “a clear 
idea... .of what people find 
happening as a result of their 
daily practice of transcendental 
meditation,’’ Poucher said, while 
the second meeting is concerned 
with ‘“‘why what happens does, 
in fact, happen.” 

Should. an individual desire to 
enroll in the full course, a 
one-time fee of $45 is charged, 
wnich covers the entire program 
for a minimum of two years.

Training begins with = an 
intensive four-day period of 
instruction, during which the 
student is. provided with the 
mental foundation upon which 
to build.
